for more than a quarter of a century has 
gone down to t'ue silent tomb. 
Charles 


Stevens ia no more. And who among us 
all can fill his placa ? is there one ? Wo 
answer no. Take him all in all we never 
shall aee his like again. Ho waa boru on 
tbe banks of the Connecticut, among tbe I 
hilla of New Hampshire, aad brought up 
to the trtvde of a aboe-makcr, which WHS 
illy suited to tiia active tetnporaoaant. Af 
tor earning a few hundred dollars at his 
trade, the latent spirit of speculation broke 
out, and he engaged in having and running 
lumber down the river. 
Ono season of 


speculation finished hia small capital, and 
he returned to the bench to accumulate 
more. 
By bis untiring industry this wan 


soon accomplished, and he Agqin abandon- 
ed the bench tin el the lap stone for tbo more 
exciting field of lumber speculation. This 
again proved disastrous, and again tbe 
never failing bench became his nource of 
supply. And thus, like tho never tiring 
pendulum, during many yean he vibrated 
between the bench and the rivnr, aa certain 
to loae on the latter na to prosper on the 
former. 
But it mattered not; bia restlesa 


spirit could be not confined to the shop with 
the means of speculation in hia pocket. 


At length he sought ft new Geld of ad 


venture in La Forte, Indiana, and beiug 
again unfortunate bo made hia <vny to 
Janeavillo in tbo bpriug of 1837. Ho arriv- 
ed here with no earthly posaussion aavo hia 
indomitable spirit and a five fcano piece 
in his pocket. 
With thia capital he bought 


a farm, which ho sold, nnd this farm baa 
aince made the fortune of one of our citi- 
zens. He also bought an unfinished hotel 
which he completed and kept many years. 
Lie built the Erst bridge across Ruck river, 
And was mainly instrumental in making 
Janesville tha mail and stage center of tbe 
territory, io ao much that it wan said, and 
said too without much straining of the truth, 
that a man could go no where in Wiscon- 
sin unless be went by the way of Janesville. 
He sold his hotel, bought another and sold 
that. 


But we cannot enumerate his different 


enterprises in Janesville without writing a 
history of tho city, which timo and space 
forbid. As we havo alruady seen, ho was 
a man of active mind, a mind that could 
not remain idle, aud hia thoughts found 
vent in word's addressed to himat-lf more 
than to others. When in health he could 
any day be seen walking tho streets in earn- 
est conversation with himself, always plan 
ning something to be dono, He wn of 
sanguine temperament, and, though a mod 
est man, never doubted his own ability to 
perform anything ho might undertake—a 
man of great determination, nnd, with the 
required training in any direction, could 
have accomplished anything in the power 
of man to do.

Up to 
this hour several houses have been sacked, 
including Mayor Opdyke's. Conflagrations 
are occurring momentarily, and the mob, 
which seems to be divided intlk. separate 
crowds, n.ro bent on plunder, pillage and 
robbury of persons. Tbe merchants have 
held a meeting, and about 2,000 have just 
nmrcbud up Broadway to enroll themselves 
aa special police. There has been several 
collisions with tha military uud police, in 
which the rioters have got tho worat of it.

If an attempt is made at all 
to quell a riot by force, powder, ball and 
bayonet should be need without hesitation. 
It is mercy to be severe ia snch cases—to- 
the mob, that they may .by reclaimed from 
the control of their wild passions, and a 
mercy to all that the rule of the rioters be 
shortened and the number of their victims 
made less thereby. 


We hope the order of President Lincoln

We find some diversity of 
opinion, but the general conclusion is fa- 
vorable, All k'mda of crops on Rock prai- 
rie, «att of Bock river, give promise of an 
abundant yield. Winter wheat is nearly 
read/ to cut. 
In some instances it is rust- 


ed, but there will be a good crop. Spring 
wheat iooks splendidly. Iu that locality 
there are no insects damagiag the wheat. 
OaU never gave better promise. Rye, bar- 
ley and corn are also good. 
West of Hock 


river the reports are not so favorable. 
The 


drought ii more severe, and insects are 
more abundant. 
In aomu fluids tbe crop 


may be regarded as nearly a failure. The 
chinch bu# and the wheat louao are at work. 
It is not certain, however, that the latter 
insect is doing any injury. It attaches it- 
•elf to the outside of the husk of the berry, 
&nd a* yet does not seem to affect it. Wo 
do not suppose, hawever, notwithstanding 
the reports, that the wheat crop west of the 
river U any thing like a general failure.. It 
will doubtless be a fair crop. From pres- 
ent appearances the crops as a whole in 
Bock county will be muon bolter than those 
of last year. We notice that many of our 
farmers have been venturing upon small 
field* and patches of tobacco, which as a 
general thing is growing quite well not- 
withstanding the drought.
